THE GERMAN-AMKRICAN SETTLEMENT. 


The Mills bill, pending in the House, em- 
bodies the plan evolved by the Treasury for 
paying American claims against Germany and 
returning German-owned property. The United 
States holds about $280,000,000 worth of Ger- 
man property, and the owners of German ships 
seized during the war are entitled to $100,- 
000,000 more. The claima-of 2,000 American 
citigens against Germany amount to about 
$180,000,000. | 

It ia proposed that the property held by th» 
allen property custodian shall be réturned to 
the German owners, that the owners of ships 
« paid, and that all American claims againat 
Germany be paid from the proceeds of a bond 
issue secured by the payments from Germany 
under the Dawes plan. 

By this process all private claims on both 
sides will be wiped off, and the $23,000,00V 
annually allotted to the United States under 
the Dawes plan will eventually retiré the bonds 
which are to be issued. 

Germany can not pay off the American claims 
in full at this time. At the rate of payment 
, under the Dawes plan, some of these claims 
* would not be paid until 80 years hence. The 
claimants can not afford to wait; but the 
United States can well afford to extend relief to 
ite citizens, under the security of repayment to 
it in annual installments by Germany. As for 
German-owned property held by the Untted 
States, the sooner it is returned the better. 
It was seized in order to prevent it from be- 
ing used against this country in time of war. 
It ts private property. and should have been 


restored to its owners when peace was signed. | 


The fidelity of the German government in 
fulfilling its agreement under the Dawes plan 
ig not questioned. Every payment has been 
met promptly. Germany's welfare depends 
upon execution of the plan. The arrangement 
embodied in the Mills bill 1s not only an act 


of justice to individuals whose rights were en- |

THE FLEXIBLE TARIFF AGAIN. 

In his testimony before the Senate com- 
mittee investigating the tariff commission, Mr. 
Marvin, now chairman of that organization, 
made observations that appear to reach the 
heart of the controversy. He suggested, in 
substance, that the so-called “‘flexible sections’’ 
of the 1922 act were incorporated as an ex- 
periment to meet an emergency; that the com- 
mission should not make reports to the Presi- 
dent, but to Congress; that the control of tariff 
rates should be restored to Congress, where 
the Constitution places it; that the present 
law places to@ much responsibility upon the 
President. 

Obviously the whole trouble is with the 
flexible sections of the law. They impose 
duties and responsibilities upon the commission 
and the President which were never intended 
by Congress.

“CAPACITY TO PAY.” 


Throughout the discussion in the Senate of 
the ratification of the settlement of the debt 
due from Italy to the United States much is 
said about ‘“‘capacity to pay.” This appears to 
be the accepted basis upon which the debt com- 
mission formulated the agreement. 

Obviously the term ‘“‘capacity to pay'’ must 
refer to the present and immediate future. It 
can not refer to conditions 60 or 60 years 
hence, or even 25 years hence. ‘‘Capacity to 
pay” is a flexible formula including credit, com- 
modities and money. Italy has little money 
save what she can borrow; she has a reason- 
able amount of credit, but the more credit she 
obtains from private sources the larger is her 
debt. 

The element left is commodities. Doubtless 
the disposition in some quarters to question 
the accuracy or relevancy of the formula ‘‘ca- 
pacity to pay“ is based on the theory that Italy 
will or may have commoditics with which to 
increase her capacity to pay in the future. 

One senator sald: 


Italy must pay in either gold or credit. 
If she can not get either, she must give us 
goods, wares and merchandise; and she 
can not throw them in over a high tariff 
wit! unless we are willing that those 
goods should come. The present eco- 
nomic condition of Italy is not the neces- 
sary and the only true index of her ca- 


pacity to pay. 

Then followed this colloquy: 

Mr. Willlams. And might it not follow 
that she could be in a much more pros- 
perous condition than she is in today and 
yet not have capacity to pay” 

Mr. Glass. And it might follow that if 
you should tear down your high tariff 
walle she could exchange goods with this 


countrys. 
Mr. Smoot. And throw our workmen out 


of employment. 

Mr. Willlams. It would of course fol- 
low that if the tariff walls were broken 
down to any extent our labor and our in- 
dustries would have to be on a par with 
those in Italy. | 
Obviously those who desire to modify ‘‘ca- 

pacity to pay’ and interpret it in the light of 
an invitation on the part of the United States 
to accept more commodities from Italy in pay- 
ment of her debt are dealing in uncertain fu- 
tures. If ‘capacity to pay” as accepted by the 
Treasury and the debt commission is to be 
changed to include large volumes of Italian 


| commodities in the future. the peril to Amert- 


can industry and labor is apparent. 

Is it possible that some opponents of the 
present plan of adjusting Italy's debt are 
prompted by a desire to use the debt as an ar- 
gument in favor of lowering the tariff walls’ 
If so, the larger the debt and the less the re- 
duction the more potent will be the | pepsoure 
to lower the tariff. ' 

‘(Capacity to pay” must be confined to pres- | 
ent conditions without speculating upon the 
future. It should not be used as a lever to 
alter the economic policies of the United States. 
Senator Glass’ idea is equivalent to a demand 
that American industry and labor shall pay the 
debt owed by Italy.

POST CARDS. 

The act of February 28, 19256, increased 
postage rates on post cards from 1 to 2 cents 
each, leaving the rate on postal cards 1 cent 
each. The result of the increase in the post- 
card rate to 2 cents has been a large reduction 
in the number of post cards carried in the 
mails and a decrease in the revenue derived 
therefrom. The Postmaster General recom- 
mends that the law be changed, fixing the rate 
on post cards at I cent. 

The department estimated that the number 
of private post cards used in 1926-1926 would 
be about 300,000,000; but the number has 
fallen far short of that. The increase in reve- 
nue from post cards was estimated at about 
$10,000,000; but the actual! increase in reve- 
nue has been only about $364,000. * 

It is interesting to know that the people use 
app.oximately 1,293,000,000 ordinary postal 
cards each year. These are printed and sold 
by the government. It is proposed to reduce 
the postage rate on private cards to 1 cent, 
making the rate on all post cards the same. — 

Last fiscal year the government received 
some $576,000,000 from the sales of postage 
stamps and postal money. This is about 90 
per cent of the total annual receipts of the de- 
partment. No other country on earth has such 
efficient and cheap postal service as the United 
States.

MODKAN MEDICAL DISCOVERIES.

recent discoveries, such as that of Dr. Banting 
world the results of his experiments with 
insulin as a remedy for diabetes. 

Now comes Dr. John Ralston Williams, of 
Rochester. N. V. who in speaking before the 
New York Medical society this week declares 
that insulin is all that has been claimed for it. 
He deprecates the failure of physicians to use 
it more widely in their practice. 

“Before insulin,” Dr. Williams said, ‘‘a 
child under 10 years with diabetes rarely lived 
two years; from the ages of 20 to 30, persons 
suffering from the disease lived from four to 
six years, and after 30 the average life of 
diabetics was from five to fifteen years.’ Since 
insulin, he says, there have been few deaths 
due to diabetes alone where properly treated, 
asserting that the tenure of life has been ex- 
tended indefinitely. 

Dr. Williams pointed out that in treating 
with insulin persons suffering from diabetes it 
ls unnecessary to keep the patient on the 
lowest possible diet, declaring that experience 
had demonstrated that a person was happier, 
easier to manage and better able to work 
when allowed a diet considerably above the 
minimum to sustain life. 

It is regrettable that physicians generally 
do not recognize the great value of this com- 
paratively modern discovery. Perhaps it is 
‘because they know so little about it. Surely 
the testimony of such men as Dr. Williams 
and others should be sufficient to warrant a 
more general study of it and its use as a 
remedy.

‘HOW TO KEEP WELL | 


PAGET'S DISEASE. 


RS. F. M. L. writes: Will 
you kindly write an article

the cause of it? Is it curable? 
REPLY. 

According to my dictionary, there 
are two diseases which go by the 
name of “Paget.”’ the two of them 
being known as ‘Paget's disease.” 
Sir James Paget was a distinguished 


British surgeon who lived during 
most of the nineteenth century. He 
was unusually lucky in getting dis- 
eases named for him. Or, was it 
luck? If a man who is distinguish- 
ed describes something, his name is 
apt to be used in naming the dis 
ease, provided it is short, snappy. 
easily spelled, easily pronounced 
and catchy. 

In his book on the history of 
anatomy Charles Singer tells of one 
of the greatest discoverers that ever 
explored the field of anatomy, but 
for whom nothing was named, while 
a far lesser light, a far poorer dis- 
coverer, and a far less important 
anatomist,, had his fame preserved 
in the names of several anatomical 
parts. 


This custom of naming diseases 
for people has drawbacks. Bright 
described one kind of infiammation 
of the kidneys. That disease was 
named for htm. The term ‘Bright's 
disease” has been so broadened that 
it is not easy to decide which form 
of inflammation of the kidney is 
meant when Bright's disease is 
spoken of. And here we are in even 
a worse fix. 


When I found no clew to what | 


you wanted I called up a skin spe- 
cialist and asked him about Paget's 
disease. He told me it was a skin 
disease affecting the nipple region 
of the breast and that cancer often 
followed it.. I then called a bone 
and joint spécialist and asked him 
the same question and hé told me
